—The following draft of rules further to amend the Prevention of Food 
Adulteration Rules, 1955, which the Central Government proposes to make, in exercise 
of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 23 of the Prevention of Food Adul¬ 
teration Act, 1954 (37 of 1954), and after consultation with the Central Committee for 
Food standards, is hereby published as required by the said sub-scction for the informa¬ 
tion of all persons likely to be affected thereby, and notice is hereby given that the said 
draft rules will be taken into consideration after the expiry of forty five days from tho 
date on which the copies of Official Gazette containing this notification are made available 
to the public. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with respect 
to the said draft rules before the expiry of the period so specified, shall be considered by 
the Central Government,

which shall not exceed 50 per cent by weight; 

(b) ‘Brandy’ means the alcoholic liquor possessing the distinctive colour, odour 

and taste oi Brandy. It shad be made from fiuits other than grapes, 
molasses or other saccharine materials; 

(c) ’Blended Brandy’’ means mixture of at least 10 per cent grape tuaudy 

with brandy or neutral spirits. 

(2) Brandies shall be free from added colouring matters except caiamei prepared 

from sugar, free from any ingredients, injurious to health. It shall pos¬ 
sess the characteristic aroma, taste and palo or amber colour. Brandy 
when labelled as matured shall be matured for not less than one year, 
in wooden vats or at no stage these shall be stored in the unlined mild 
steel vats, before it is bottled or packed in containers. The ethyl-alcohol 
contents shall be mentioned on th c label. It shall conionn to the re¬ 
quirements mentioned in the table below item A.01.(12.01. 

(3) ‘VODKA’ means thc distilled alcoholic beverages made from neutral spirit 

which may be obtained from fetmented grain, potato or any other source 
ol fermentable carbohydrates, it shall be free from sediment or sus¬ 
pended matter of any sort. It shall he free from any ingredients injurious 
to health. The ethyl-alcohol content shall be mentioned on the label. 

It shall conlorm to thc requirements mentioned in the tabic below item 
A.01.02.01. 

(4) ’Whiskies' —(1) Whiskies may be of three types; 

(a) Malt Whisky, 

(b) Whisky, and 

(c) Blended Whisky. 

Explanation. —For puiposes of this item,- — 

(a) ‘Malt Whisky 9 means the alcoholic distillate produced from the fermented 

mash of malted or unmalted cereals or a mixture of both. The dis¬ 
tillation shall be carried out in such a way that the spirit has flavour 
derived from the neutral volatile principles already present in the 
cereals or formed during fermentation; 

(b) ‘Whisky’ means thc alcoholic liquor possessing the distinctive colour, 

odour and taste of whisky. It shall be made from beets, potatoes, 
molasses and other saccharine materials; 

(c) ‘ Blended Whisky 9 means a mixture of at least 10 per cent, malt whisky 

with whisky or neutral spirits. 

(2) Whiskies shall be free from harmful ingredients, added colouring matter, 
ft shall have characteristic tast c and aroma, and shall be free from 
sediments of any types. Whiskies, when labelled as matured shall be 
matured for not less than ono year in wooden vats or bands. At no 
stage of its manufacture the whisky shall be stored in unlincd mild 
steel vats before it is bottled and packed in containers, The ethyl- 
alcohol content shall be mentioned on the label. It shall conform 
to thc requiiements mentioned in the table below item A.01.02.01. 

(5) 'Gin' means thc alcoholic liquor made from neutral spirit flavoured with 
the volatile products of juniper berries and other aromatics. It shall be 
free from ingredients injurious to health. It shall have aroma and taste 
characteristics of it, shall be clear and shall not develop any turbidity on 
being diluted with water. The alcoholic content shall be mentioned on 
the label. It shall conform to th e requirements mentioned in the table 
below item A.01.02.01. 

>) BEER-, means the product of alcoholic fermentation of a mash in potable 
water of malted barley and hopsconcentrates with or without the addi¬ 
tion of other malted or unmaltcd cereals or other carbohydrate prepara¬ 
tions. 
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It shall be free from any ingredients injurious to health It may contain emit¬ 
ted preservatives. It shall be free from artificial sweetening agent free 
from artificial colour except caramel, free from any added alcohol. It 
may be charged with carbon-dioxide before bottled. Bottled bear shall 
be effectively pasturised and shall be free from coliform bacteria and 
other pathogenic micro-organism. It shall be clear and. have the charac¬ 
teristic colour, taste, bouquet and foam of its type. The alcoholic com 
tent shall be mentioned on the label. It shall conform to the requirements 
mentioned in the table below item A.01,02.01. 

(7) 'Rum'-, means the alcoholic distillate obtained solely from fermented juice 
of sugarcane, sugarcane mollasscs or other sugarcane products. It shall 
possess the taste, aroma and characteristics generally attributed to rum 
and known to the trade as such and shall be free from sediment suspen¬ 
ded matter of any sort. It shall be free from any ingredient injurious 
to health, free from added colouring matter except caramel. Rum when 
labelled as matured shall be matured for not less than two years in wooded 
vats or barrels. It shall not be stored in unlined mild steel vats before 
it is bottled and packed in containers. The ethyl-alcohol content shall 
be mentioned on the label. It shall conform to the requirements men¬ 
tioned in the table under item A.01,02.01.
